* Quarterly financial reports and claims were due July 17

claims

Victim Witnhess Grant Program (VWGP)

VWGP SFY 2024 award packages have been sent out via OGMS
Correspondence.

* To reduce the administrative burden on grantees, DCJS Victims
Services staff used the OGMS “copy grant” feature to move SFY 2023
grants to SFY 2024.

* Once the signed SOGA has been received by DCJS, Grants
Management will move awards to Underway status.

* Following receipt of the signed SOGA, programs will have to satisfy
encumbrances by entering a budget amendment in the OGMS
Contract Amendments component.

* Grant Monitors will review the budget amendment and upon approval,
Grants Management will enter the revised SFY 2024 budget in OGMS.

* DCJS contract with Knowledge Advisory Group (KAG)

* Goal to establish a funding strategy for SDV services that is
fair, equitable, and ensures services across the state.

 KAG completed interviews and surveys with stakeholders.
Focus groups will commence in August.

* Anticipated date for project completion is Fall 2023, for use
in funding determinations possibly starting in SFY 2025.
